There are several essentials to suc- 
cessful co-operation. The first 
sufficient material in any community 
with which to carry on a co-opera- 
tive business, It is useless to co- 
operate in the formation of any asso- 
ciation if there is not a sufficient 
supply of one or a few. varieties of 
products to make an organization 
worth while. It is advantageous to 
have the co-operating.area within a 
small district. It is much easier for 
a nuniber of farmers in a small com- 
munity to organize for purposes of 
purchase .or sale than. it is for the 
farmers scattered over a few coun- 
ties to organize. 

It would. be well. to

It was necessary that the shell de 
frozen and broken by the action of 
the frosts. and the weather before 
moisture could gain an entrance to 
cause the swelling of the oy This 
peculiarity, when taken advantage cf 
commercially, is called stratification, 

Seeds with hard shells, such as 
cherries, peaches, plums and the like, 
have to be stratificd—that is, _ they 
must be planted in the fall, where the 
plants are to grow, or they must be 
packed away in boxes of sand, in a 
position where they will freeze and 
remain frozen during the winter, in 
order that they may germinate the 
following spring. 

If seeds of this character are stored 
and kept dry during the winter they 
will. not germinate if planted in the 
spring, 

Seeds with thin coats, however, 
like peas and beans, if treated in this 
manner, will be destroyed by the ac- 
tion of the cold, and no plants will 
result from planting them in the aut- 
umn, Such ‘seeds must, from the 
nature of the case, be retained in a 
dry and comparatively warm place 
during the winter season in order 
that their vitality may not be de- 
stroyed,”

Rising Newspaper Expenses 


Advance in Cost of White Paper Is 
Becoming a Serious Problem 


Newspapers genetally have assum- 
ed that the public was mot interested 
in their business arrangements. Such 
an unprecedented situetion has aris- 
en, however, in connection with the 
advance in the cost of print paper—— 
and, for that’ matter, of practically 
everything that enters into newspa- 
per production—that newspapers all 
over the country are being compelled 
to make- readjustment of advertising 
and subscription rates to meet the 
new conditions, 

White paper is the chief item of ex- 
pense in newspapers of géneral cir- 
culation, and in the last few months 
its price has advanced 20 per cent., 
50 per cent., and even in some cases 
100 per cent. For metropolitan*hews- 
papers this means an added cost of 
production ef several hundred thou- 
sand dollars a.year, The advance in 
ether materials, while. not so great, 
is very material, and increases the 
gravity of the problem. 

The magazines are feeling the 
same pressure. The August issue of 
the World's Work, for instance, de- 
votes considerable space to the paper 
situation, while Life, the Independ- 
ent and other periodicals have ex- 
plained to their readers the necessity 
of changes in their circulation 
schemes because of the emergency, 

Newspapers. and magazines alike 
are doing their best to tide over the 
situation with no radical changes, It 
is one prudent, however, to recog- 
nize the fact that if the advances of 
the last few months continue —+ as 
they seem likely to — the entire pe- 
riodical business will have to re; 
adjusted.—Kansas City Star,
